Edmonton, Alta.—That an el¬ 
ection is in the offing though 
nobody wants one is the gener¬ 
al opinion in Edmonton, accord¬ 
ing to political commentators 
here Everything seems to point 
to a vote for the purpose of 
clearing up the present condus- 
ing situation in the legislature. 

One experienced observer in 
the capital this week-end pred¬ 
icted that Premier Aberhart 
would find it impossible to carry 
on at the head* of a government 
so divided when the legislature 
reopens on June 7. But another 
declared it as his opinion that 
the Social Credit “Actives” 
would not drive things far en¬ 
ough to compel the lieutenant- 
governor to prorogue the house 
and call for an election. This ob¬ 
server declared it his opinion 
that the “Actives” will be well 
satisfied if they can force Prem¬ 
ier Aberhart out of the leader¬ 
ship and name another Social 
Creditor to take his place.

The controversy between the 
premier and former members of 
his cabinet has taken on a new 
phase with the retirement of 
Hon. W. N. Chant from the Min 
istry of agriculture. That the 
premier has another critic to con 
tend with now was shown when 
Mr. Chant published his statem¬ 
ent of defence during the week. 
The former minister denied his 
administration of the depart¬ 
ment of agriculture had. been 
either inefficient or unaggress- 
ive. Grave charges against the 
premier were included in Mr. 
Chant’s statement, among them 
that he had refused to accede to 
the premier’s demand that sev¬ 
eral tried and capable members 
of the civil seilvice should be dis 
missed. Mr. Chant declared he 
had refused to accede to the 
premier’s demand because to do 
so would be an injustice to tried 
and honorable civil servants.

Regular Town Council meet¬ 
ing was held Thursday night 
with all members of the Council 
Solicitor Ostlund, Sec Snow 
Sam Dyson and Ed. Hawk pres¬ 
ent. Minutes of the last meet¬ 
ing and the Cash report were 
presented and accepted. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harry Fairbanks 
were present asking the Cou¬ 
ncil to assist them in redeeming 
their home which had been Bold 
several years ago for taxes. As 
the purchaser of the property 
was willing that redemption be 
made, the Council voted in fav 
or of it, an undertaking being 
entered into between the Town 
and Mr. Fairbanks for the prop* 
ert.v to remain in the name of 
the Town until the tax arrears, 
were all aid up. 

Archie Terry reported a bad 
mud hole near his home because 
of irrigation water and the 
Works and Property Committee 
was asked to investigate.

Cou 
ncillors Roberts and Court rep¬ 
orted on some property they 
had been asked to insi>ect with 
respect to assessment, and they 
recommended that the assess¬ 
ment stand for this year at least 
The payroll was passed and ord¬ 
ered paid, and the meeting ad¬ 
journed at 1 a.m.

linve been raked to the der-th 
of t wo inches.

T‘:o p.prhes 
should be kept moist, but -lot 
flpoded, for at least two we*-, 
through the application of a 
fine sprn. 

Fertilizer is necessary for tin 
lawn and should he applied just 
as soon as the raking and see¬ 
ing have been done; and jv. 
soon as the fertilizer has been 
applied it should be well wafa- 
ed in, care being taken to use 
a fine spray, so that the seed 
is not disturbed in the a? Iv 
seeded areas. When the time for 
cutting arrives, which is as so .n 
ns the grass is long enough to 
allow the mower to function 
properly regularity -in the pro- 
ess should be observed, and it 
is a mistake to allow the grass 
to grow over two inches at anv 
time. 

Reliable grass mixtures may 
be obtained from seedmen but 
for those people who wish to 
mix their own, L. C. Young of 
the Dominion Experimental 
Farm at Fredericton who, as a 
Canadian authority on grasses, 
has lectured on home lawns in 
the United States, recommends 
for the average lawn a mixture 
of four parts Kentucky blue 
grass and one part Red Top at 
the rate of three to four pounds 
pr 1,000 square feet of lawn. If 
it is desired to include White 
Clover, one-eighth part should 
lx? added to the mixture. Where 
the above mixture does not give 
satisfactory results owing to 
local conditions, Rhode Island 
Bent grass should be used at 
the rate of two to three pounds 
per 1,000 square foot. For shady 
areas, one-third the quantity of 
Rough-Stalked Meadow grass 
should he added .Failure to 
grow grass in shady places is 
due more often to conditions of 
low fertility and lack of moist 
lire than to the shade itself.

Department of Agriculture, and 
slate'.", that the outstanding fea¬ 
tures of the 1930 hog market 
^ere a tremendous increase in 
volume constituting a new re¬ 
cord in total sales, and an ad¬ 
vance in quality to the highest 
l'cak yet attained. Associated 
with this increase in volume and 
quality as a natural outcome, 
there v as ;• sharp expansion in 
exports of bacon and hams to 
the United Kingdom, showing 
the best type, pack, and quality 
in export", in the history of the 
Canadian hog industry. 

Another highlight in the mar¬ 
ket of 1930 states the Review, 
was the substantial demand for 
Canadian hogs by the United 
States. While the volume ex¬ 
ported was relatively small, it 
was, during the greater part of 
the year, no mean factor in the 
making of prices at Canadian 
slock yards and country points. 

Approximately 3,797,000 hogs 
in Canada in 1930 were moved 
through yards direct to plants 
and direct on export, and it is in¬ 
teresting to note that of the to¬ 
tal sale* approximately half a 
million head were sold on a dress 
ht o, (.;».• . grading 
basis, as compared with 115,000 
in 1935 and 3,000 in 1934. The 
total volume represented a new 
l eak for the Dominion, and it 
wj x unfortunate for the produc¬ 
ers that, while the expansion 
camo <9 the most opportune time 
in meeting the Canadian quota 
in the \ nited Kingdom market, 
coincided with one of the 
poorest field crop years in the 
history of the country. However 
a large part of the year’s supply 
of hogs was finished on the old 
grain crop, and, at the prevail¬ 
ing prices, maintained the profit¬ 
able outcome such as has been 
associated with the industry 
during the past two or three 
years.
